Sir Charles Dilke stated in the Com- 
mons last night that when England was in- 
vited by France to renew the negotiations 
she made proposals which, though not quite 
satisfactory in regard to iron, woolens, etc., 
were thought to offer a basis for a treaty. 
England declared her willingness to nego- 
tiate provided the old treaty was prolonged 
three months. France, after some delay and 
much correspondence, refused to accept the 
British conditions, and the negotiations were 
declared off. 


Tue Londen Times concludes, from the re- 
marks made by Parnell in the House of Com- 
mons Wednesday night, that he intends 
entering on a new campaign of agitation in 
Ireland. It charges that members of the 
Land League, including members of Parlia- 
ment, live by agitation alone, and that the 
money so freely subscribed in America and 
Australia goes to pay men who fan the flame 
of agitation to their own glorification and ad- 
vancement. The Times thinks this thing 
has gone far enough. It declares that the 
relations between Ireland and England are 
now adjusted on a basis of justice and reason- 
able concession, and that the Irish agitators 
should be told distinctly and plainly that 
they will not be permitted much longer to 
test English forbearance. 


Capt. H. W. Howa Ark was brought be- 
fore United-States-Commissioner Bundy at 
Washington yesterday on the.charge of hav- 
ing embezzled $40,308 while acting as dis- 
bursing officer of the Signal Service. The 
charges were preferred by the Chief Signal 
Officer, Gen. Hazen. Capt. Howgate, who 
appeared quite ill, was represented by two 
lawyers, Judges Wilson and Cuppy, who 
asked that he be admitted to bail in the sum 
of 810,000. Judge Cook, for the Govern- 
ment, resisted the application, and asked that 
bail be fixed at $50,000. Commissioner Bundy, 
after having declared that he should regard 
Capt. Howgate as he would any other man 
charged with the same offense, was about to 
fix.bail at $40,000, when Howegate’s counsel 
interposed, and asked that the hearing be 
postponed till Saturday. Howgate will be 
permitted in the meantime to occupy his 
own house under the surveillance of the 
United States Marshal. 


WHITE-THUNDER, who is regarded as the 
successor of Spotted-Tail, and who was 
chosen to fill the vacancy in the Indian dele- 
gation to Washington caused by the death 
of Spotted-Tail, is a generous Indian. Sec- 
retary Kirkwood asked the representatives 
of the Winnebagoes, Omahas, and Sioux 
Wednesday if they would give up about 
2,000 acres of their reservations to the Poncas 
now in Dakota, about 175 in number. The 
Winnebagoes and Omahas absolutely re- 
fused. Their representatives said their 
tribes were increasing in numbers, and that 
all the lands now possessed by them was 
little enough. White-Thunder, speaking 
for the Sioux, readily consented to give 
the 2,000 acres required, and, on being 
asked if he expected the Government to 
pay for the land thus ceded, he drew him- 
self up and said: No, my friends. You 
told me yesterday to have pity on these poor 
Poncas. If I have pity on them, I am not 
going to take their money.” 


Tue condition of the President at mid- 
night showed considerable improvement. 
He took nine ounces of liquid food during 
yesterday, and it was readily assimilated. 
There was no recurrence of nausea or 
vomiting. The fact that the patient him- 
self asked for koumiss and partook of it 
with relish was regarded by the physicians 
as a very hopeful sign. The inflammation of 
the parotid gland, which appeared during 
the afternoon, caused considerable uneasi- 
néss and ayxiety among the public, but the 
physicians did not regard it, as spe- 
cially discouraging. They said it was 
caused by the extreme debility of 
the patient, and was not to be re 
garded as a symptom of tyvhoid fever. 
The pulse and temperature were much better 
than the day before. The improvement in 
the condition of the patient’s stomach was, 
however, the most hopeful symptom yester- 
day. As it continues to improve, the confi- 
dence of people in the recovery of Presi- 
dent G id will continue to grow.

Mr. Forster, the Irish Secretary, replying 
to the appeals made to him Wednesday night 
by the English Scotch Radicals to re- 
lease the persons prisoned under the 
Coercion act, said the Government was 
anxious to liberaf the suspects, but they 
could not do it u Ii they were assured that 
peace and tranquillity were established in 
Ireland. He appealed to the “men of influ- 
ence in Ireland” to follow the example of 
Archbishop Croke, and give the Land billa 
fair trial. O’Gorman Mahon said there 
could be no peace between England and Ire- 
land until the Dublin Castle clique were 
cleared out of Ireland bag and baggage. Mr. 
Gladstone replied to the accusation that the 
Government would not permit the persons 
in prison to be tried before the ordinary 
tribunals of the country. He said that the 


judicial system had been rendered nugatory 


in Ireland by the agitation. He repeated 
Forster’s statement that the Government was 
desirous of releasing the prisoners, but could 
not be forced to do so by threats. Parnell's 
motion censuring the Government was then 
rejected—83 to 30.

Previous to leaving the 
Mansion, Dr. Agnew had a talk with Mrs. Gar- 
field, and informed her that he felt perfectly se- 
cure in being temporarily absent; that if an 
emergency should occur he could easily be sum- 
moned, etc. At this bour the President is rest- 
ing quietly. About three-quarters of an hour 
ago he took a small quantity of koumiss, which 
was given him by his wife. Upto this time no 
bad effects have been experienced from it, and 
the patient is now sleeping.

Tne President has again taken a small quanti- 
ty of koumiss, and retained it. He relishes 
nourishment, and asks for more.

THE MORNING OPENS WITH STRONGER HOPE.

Wasuineton, D. C. Aug. 18.—Public 
opinion as to the President’s case has to-day 
fluctuated between hope and fear. The 


morning opened with stronger hope. the day 


closes with hope that is clouded by doubt 
and fear. The President passed a more com- 
tortable night and slept much. The morning 
bulletin expressed no opinion, and said 
nothing as to the stomach. No attempts were 
made during the night to administer food by 
the mouth. The fact that there was slight 
nausea an hour after the second spoonful of 
liquid food was administered yesterday, 

although the food was not rejected, was 
doubtless as a warning that 


turned to his house im y after the 
morning dressing. He — 
VERY CHEERFUL 

as to the President's condition. He reaf- 
firmed all the statements of the morning bul- 
letin, and said: We have new hope.” 

Being asked whether any further attempts 
were to be made to test the condition of the 
President’s stomach by food administered in 
the n way, Dr. Bliss said that they 
should make another experiment very 
soon, and while, of course, they would 
await the result with some anxiety, they were 
very hopeful that the food would be retained, 
and that the stomach would show that it was 
preparing to resume its natural functions. This 
experiment was subsequently successfully tried. 
Dr. Alias did not venture any opinion as to the 
final result of the case, but it is evident that he 
ig now very hopeful, if not confident, of recov- 
ery. Meanwhile the experience of the last three 
days, if not of the last six weeks, shows how 
idle it is to make any predictions relative to the 
President’s case. 

THE ONLY FACT 

that is now certain is that ‘since Sunday last he 
now seems to have escaped from another crisis; 
but it is certain also that, now that the func- 
tions of the stomach are practically suspended, 
the ordinary human machinery is placed at 
rest, and that the President is being sustained 
by abnormal means, which none of the phy- 
sicians pretend are adequate to sustain life, re- 
pair the wasted energies caused by the wound, 
and to build up strength for any 
great length of time. It is essential that 
the President's strength shall be restored before 
long, and his stomach resume its natural state, 
if permanent recovery is to be expected. 
situation. of course, is still grave and cri 
There is now simply additional hope. No one 
expects that the President can be sustained on 
two spoonfuls of liquid food, although aided by 
nourishing injections. It seems certain that 


THE RESTORATIVE PROCESS 
is at work, and that nature is endeavoring to 
make a uew stomach for the President. While 
the process is going on the country can 
wait and bope. Better acuon of the President's 
stomach gives renewed hope in his ultimate 
recovery. People generally do not appreciate, 
however, the exceeding irritability of this 
organ in the President. It has been the worst, 
or one of the most serious features of the case 
from the first. When he fell he vomited, and, 
though means were taken to sustain the stom- 
ach by administering small quantities of brandy 
and other restoratives, nausea returned in vio- 
lent form in the afternoon when the pulse was 
rising so rapidly that day, and fears were enter- 
tained that he would not survive to see his wife. 
The doctors gave him a little champagne and 
pulverized rice. This he kept down with happy 
results. But, when about a spoonfal more was 
given again later in the day, 

HE REJECTED IT, 

the stomach showing great irritability. So it 
has been all along, and it is because the physi- 
claus have recognized the extreme sensitive- 
ness of the organ that they have been particular 
tocommenton the condition of the stomach 
from day to day. Ordinarily it would not be a 
subject of congratulation that the patient was 
able to retain plain food judiciously adminis- 
tered from one dressing of the wound to an- 
other; but it has been so in the President’s case. 
Toconsider the recent prostration of thestomach 
as a surprise or as the result ot heediess treat- 
ment is very wrong as well as un- 
just to the pbysicians. It was largely 
due, as has been previously stated, 
in these dispatches, to nausea produced by the 
administering of ether at the second operation. 
The physicians were aware of danger from this 
cause, but, in viewof the facts, including the 
preference of the patient, they decided that an 
asthetic was necessary. 

THE TROUBLE FROM THE STOMACH 
was an almost unavoidable consequence, and it 
bas continued until the present time toa de- 
gree, it may be said, that has disappointed the 
expectations of the physicians. In the light of 
these facts, it can be perceived that the present 
tendency to gastric disturbance is not 
necessarily attributable to blood- poisoning. 
as is held by some whose opinions are 
entitled to hearing. That pywmic symptoms 
are similar in some respects to those observabie 
in the President is true; but the history of the 
case lends support to the position of the sur- 
geons that the biood is not poisoned. 

Dr. Agnew, in conversation with a friend yes- 
terday who entertained an opposit view, main- 
tained positively that biood- polsoning did not 
exist in the case. The physicians are unanimous 
in the belicf that the wound itself is doing well, 
and that the only serious problem left is to re- 
store and maintaig@® vigorous action of the 
stomach. Dr. Agnew left tor Philadeiphia on 
the limited express He told Mrs. Gar- 
ficid before leaving that he regarded it 

SAFE FOR HIM TO LEAVE, 
for a short time at least. He said to Private- 
Secretary Brown, who accompanied him to the 
station, that there were strong grounds for 
hopefuiness. Dr. Agnewintends to returu to- 
morrow afternoon to relieve Dr. Hamiiton, who 
wishes to go to New York at that time. 

Dr. Hamilton, shortly before the noon bulletin 
was issued, said: The wound is doing admira- 
bly, and we are confident that we can restore 
the stomach. He is now retaining the little 
nourishment we have given him, and we think 
is doing well. He has taken koumiss four 
times. 

The Attorney-General, however, has received 
news from some source which has disquieted 
him. He has said he is advised that the 
surgeons fear that they cannot restore the 
stomach. 

The midday bulletin excited additional alarm 
in that it showed that 

A NEW AND UNEXPECTED COMPLICATION 
bad arisen. That was indicated in the opening 
sentence, which says: The President is suffer- 
ing some discomfort from commencing inflaw- 
mation of the right parotid gland.“ The fear 
is that this may indicate that there is diffi- 
culty with the blood, and gives color to the 
claim that there is biood-poisoning. That it 
shows a glandular difficulty there is said to 
be little doubt, as the President doubtless has 
had the mumps. The inflammation, it is feared, 
may result in parotis, which would greatly add 
to the difficulties of the situation. Parotis is 
the name of a tumor seated under the ear, 
which is reddish, bard, ana attended with 
obtuse pain, the progress to suppuration being 
slow and difficult. Sometimes it is ot a malig- 
nant character, sloughing, and long protracted. 
When Dr. Hamilton came out of the noon 
examination his explanation of the new compli- 
cation of the case was cagerly sought. He said

in detail; “but I will say,“ be remarked, that 
it occasions among us no alarm.“ Both Dr. 
Bliss and Dr. Boynton said the same. Dr. Bliss 
stated positively that it was not due to biood- 
poisoning. The incident was not an unusual 
one in cases of the kind. He had seen hundreds 
of them. There was no cause for apprehension. 
Dr. Boynton says that the inflammation of the 
giands of the neck is not regarded by the sur- 
geons as the beginning of blood poison, and that 
they were not ouly not alarmed, but are encour- 
aged by the midday bulletin. Surgeon-General 
Barnes said it was the best bulletia since Sun- 
day.

A CAUSE FOR HOPE OR FEAR. 
Certain it ie that the attending physicians have 
omitted any reference in their bulletins to the 
matter which is giving the country to t the 
most alarm, and it would seem that thifomis- 
sion can only be due to one of two causes. 
First, either that the inflammation is so 
trifling as in the conservative views 
of the surgeons not to warrant notice; 
or, second, there is so much uncertainty or such 
great fear as to its cause and the probable con- 
sequences of it that the attending surgeons pre- 
fer to wait twelve hours more before giving the 
public any official statement with regard to it. 
Those disposed to takea cheerful view of the 
situation may, however, from the official state- 
ments of the attending surgeons, come to the 
conclusion that the new symptom is one which, 
for the present at least, need give no alarm, and 
„that it is not a renn; or forerugner of tieod- 
poisoning. 

THE INFLAMMATION IN THE NECK 
appeared soon after Dr. Agnew left, and it is 
not probabie that be otherwise would have left.

It is nut pywmia, 
and has no relations to pyemia. It will not in- 
terfere with the President's prospects of recov- 
ery or impair his strength.“ 

Dr. Bliss spoke in a very earnest, confident 
manner, and beyond question was sincere in 
his statement. Private-Secretary Brown, who, 
but afew moments since left the physicians’ 
room, reported a very cheerful and confident 
feeling there. He undoubtedly reflects the most 
sanguine opinion of the physicians.

New York, Aug. 18.—The Times will 
to-morrow print the subjoined remark- 
able story of the man with many wives, 
or the industrious bigamist and swindler 
who during the last few years has 
married and deserted no less than eight or

This reckless individual was arrested at 
Lynn, Mass., through the efforts of Pinker- 
ton’s detectives to-day, and is now in jail 
awgiting extradition to Virginia, where he is 
charged with forgery, bigamy, and obtain- 
ing money under false pretenses. Capt. Bob 
Pinkerton, who is in charge of the New 
York office, and has directed the de- 
tectives’ movements against the swindler, 
says the man who is widetly known as 
Marvin is a most remarkable fellow. He is 
about 57 years old, about five feet nine 
inches tall, and weighs about 150 pounds.

IS RETURN TO THE METROPOLIS.

New York, Aug. 18.—Leo Hartmann, the 
Russian Nihilist, returned to New York from 
Cankda yesterday, and as secretly and 
unexpectedfy as he betook himself from 
here to Canadian soil a short time since. 
He states that he has determined to 
stand his trial for extradition, and 
for that purpose has returned to the United 
States, where he will remain to allow of the 
Russian Government taking such steps as it 
lately instituted before the French Govern- 
ment. He expresses himself as convinced 
that the Uwited States will not de- 
liver him to the Russian hangman’’; 
but, dogged and watched as he has 
believed himself to be by Russian spies since 
his arrival here, he has decided to bring the 
matter to a crisis and settle it definitely by 
making a stand at once and fighting the mat- 
ter outdy appeal to the courts if he is ar- 
rested on an extradition warrant, 

HARTMANN SAYS: 

“The question of the right of asylum to 
which I consider myself entitled in the 
United States has not, properly speaking, 


yet arisen; but if I remain in this country 


it must arise, and will be definitly 
solyed if the Russian Government en- 
deavors to obtain — America that 
France. my extradi- 
tion to Russia. “So desperate were the at- 
tempts made with that object before the 
French courts that I have no doubt Russia 
will endeavor to secretly remove me, or, fail- 
ing in that, to further test the matter of ex- 
tradition before American tribunals. I was 
confirmed this conclusion immediately on 
my arrival in New York by the persistent 
‘shadowing’ to which I was subjected, 
and which has been continued unremitingly 
in the United States during my sojourn here. 
Some doubt having been expressed as to the 
disposition of the United States Government 
in the matter, and I failing to secure any as- 
surance of 
MY PERSONAL SAFETY 
from official sources to which I applied, and 
fearing a repetition 6f such attempts as have 
frequently been made by the Czar’s agents 
to get me beyond the jurisdiction of a 
foreign Government, I sought an asylum 
in Canada. Eminent legal advisers have 


assured me that my right to any asylum in 
to 


the United States is undoubted, and, 
finally set the question at rest, I have deter- 
mined to come forward publicly and stand, 
as I now do, ready to test the matter. I desire 
to publicly state that I have this day 
returned to New York City, and will remain 
on United States soil, to give the Russian 
Government ‘ample opportunity to test here 
the question of my right of residence. I de- 
sire only that justice which I know will be 
por me by every thoughtful 23 and 

only ask that I may be secured the 

FULL AND IMPARTIAL HEARING 

to which Iam entitled, If the Russian Gov- 
ernment refuses to proceed against me, then 
I have a right to demand that they shall call 
off spies and detectives who 
have been following me night and 
dax since my arrival, and who have endeav- 
ored to make my residence here insufferable. 
My case in France stood simply thus: The 
people did not suffer a political offender to be 
extradited to the Russian hangman, regard- 
ing such a proceeding as an insult to the na- 
tiona¥ honor of the French Republic.”

Hissertations on railroad codperation and the 
advantage to be derived from the pooling 
system, in which he says: 

At the present time we see a number of 
railroad companies engaged in a competitive 
Strife, each underbidding the other and ren- 
dering its services to the public at prices far 
below the actual cost; and yet such 
is the lack of just  diserimination 
on, the part of a portion of the public that 
when these railroads adopt the same sensi- 
ble course which the stationers finally did, 
when they agree to charge the same price for 
the same service performed, and when they 
adopt the proper means to enable them to 
enforce the fulfillment of this agreement by 
the method commonly called 

* POOLING,” 
there is an outcry against them, and they are 
accused of combining for the purpose of 
robbing thé public. Even so intelligent a 
body of men as the Chamber of Commerce 
of New York, and others equally as 
intelligent, petition the State Legislature 
and Congress to suppress these efforts of the 
railroads to secure remunerative rates for them- 
selves and at the same time uniform and per- 
manent rates for the public. This action is, of 
course, based upon a misapprehension 
and want of knowledge of the sub- 
ject upon which legislation is asked. 
Competition between railroad companies is of 
an entirely different character from .competi- 
tion in ordinary business transactions. While 
the effect of the latter is often merely local in 
its nature, or at most confined to certain 
branches of vommerce only, : 
COMPETITION BETWEEN RAILROAD COMPA- 
: NIES 
affects all branches, the entire commerce and 
industry of the country. The relations of com- 
peting railroad companies are so ciose thata 
war of rates between the railroad companies 
may involve the railroads in a large section of 
the country in the same strife and ruin. The pro- 
prietors of roads in distant parts of the country, 
who are in nowise directly or indirectly con- 
nected with the quarrel of the other 
companies, are drawn into the strife 
and made to suffer as much as if they 
were a party to the controversy. Thus it is in 
the power of a few railroad managers to 
bankrupt the property of a large num- 
ber of railroads. It is + in the 
power of a few persons to deprive people who 
rely upon the proper management of this 
property for their means of subsistence of 
their ineqme. It is in the power of a few per- 
sons to injuriously affect the credit of the rail- 
road companies in the whole country, to pre- 
vent the development of the railroad system, 
and even 
AFFECT THE CREDIT OF THE NATION, 
and thus throw great obstacies in the way of 
its prosperity. The public demands equal, just, 
reasonable, and permanent rates of transporta- 
tion. If this object is to be attained, there 
must be no strife and war between the 
independent railroad companies. The only 
method by which this Object can be se- 
cured is the harmonious codperation of 
the railroad companies in all matters relating to 
the establishment of uniform competitive tariffs. 
The competing railroad companies can render 
like service and make like charges tor like 
services; in other words, agree to charge a shil- 
ling forashilling packet of paper to all their 
customers. The railroad companies are public 
carriers and public servants, and 
THE SPIRIT AND INTENT.OF THE COMMON 
LAW 
regulating common carriers is that they shail 
not unjustiy discriminaté between their cus- 
tomers,—that they shall charge all parties the 
same rates for the «same services. This 
law could be _ easiig carried into effect 
if there was only one common carrier in 
this country, but when there are so many com- 
peting carriers as there are at present the law 
regulating common carriers is of no earthly 
avuil to prevent unjust discrimination, because 
each separate carriercan make different charges 
from all the others for the same service. 
Consequently each may strictly comply with 
the common law, yet the common-law principio 
cannot be enforced for the protection of tne 
ehippers as long as so many indepenflent com- 
mon carriers can perform the same service to 
the public, but each 
ACTING SEPARATELY AND INDEPENDENTLY 
of the others in all matters relating to competi- 
tive tariffs, no legislation, State or Congressional, 
no Railroad Commission, even it one were ap- 
pointed in each State and by Congress, could 
prevent unjustdiscrimination. In order to stop 
unjust discrimination al! the common 
carriers that can render the same service to the 
pubiic must first agree upon a proper joint 
tariff, and, having so agreed, they must_strictly 
adbere thereto,—an obligation which is not im- 
posed upon merchants competing with each 
other in the sale of their commodities. This is 
one of the 
PECULIAR FEATURES OF RAILROAD COMPE- 
TITION, 
from which arises the necessity—yes, the obli- 
gation—of competing railroad companies to 


jointly arrange the competitive tariffs and: 


adhere to them. From 
the failure of the railroad companies to 
do so, or rather from the impossi- 
bility to always secure harmonious action 
between independent railroad companies with 
so many diverse and opposthg interests, each in 
pursuit of its own interest regurdiess of the 
common and public good, have arisen 
the complications and difficulties of which 
the public justly complain. The solution 
of the railroad problem simply consists in 
securing or enforcing by some means the 
HARMONIOUS CO-OPERATION 


of independent railroad companies upon all 
questions relating to the esgablishment ard 
maintenance of competitive transportation 
tariffs, both in the interest of the companies 
and the people. Tv secure such result it is first 
necessary to remove the popular objection to 
railrosd combinuntions, or pools as they are 
called, which is due in a great measure to the 
want of a thorougwh understanding of the real 
problem to be solved.

AN UNPROVOKED MURDER.

LAWLESNESS IN ARKANSAS.

Great efforts have lately been made to adjust 
the troubles between the Wabash and Alton 
Railroad Companies regarding their passenger 
business, in order to stop the cutting of rates on 
St. Louis and Kansas City business, but so far 
without success.

Mr. James Camp, the English TR 
ist, says that on two-thirds of the wheat 
lands of England an average crop will be 
yielded, what is lacking in Quantity being 
made up by the fineness of the quality of the 
grain. In the remaining-third the crop will 
be 10 percent below an average. But for 
the recent rains, which have produced mil- 
dew, the crop would have proved nearly 
equal to the average of the years pre- 
ceding 1874. Heavy crops, he says, are rare. 
There is, he adds, much evidence that 
throughout the country the farmers have 
less capital than formerly. This is best 
shown in the lower scale of farming adopted. 
England requires between 24,000,000 and 
25,000,000 quarters of grain to feed her people. 
Of this amount, 16,000,000 quarters were 
imported last year, and an equal, probably a 
greater, amount will havé to be imported 
this year, and at a price probably greater 
than the price paid last year, The wheat 
crop of France is rather poor, and that of 
Russia is abundant. The latter country and 
the United States will be drawn on to supply 
England. As to the other grain crops of 
England, Mr. Caird says barley is good, but 
has ripened unevenly, and the oat crop is 
poor. The hay crop will only give half 
an average yield. Mangolds, turnips, and 
other green crops promise a fair yield. In ad- 
dition to the misfortunes of poor or middling 
crops, the English farmers have suffered 
much by disease among their sheep and cat- 
tle. The latter have diminished 12 per cent 
during the last two years, and 2,000,000 sheep 
and 1,000,000 lambs have been carried off by 
disease since 1879. 

OR SA EE FEIT LEDGE, 
CIVIL-SERVICE REFORM. 

Senator Dawes, of Massachusetts, has 
published a third letter on the subject of 
Civil-Service reform, in which he criticises 
the bill introduced into the Senate last win- 
ter by Senator Pendleton, and continues to 
insist upon the futility of any statute. It 
seems to be a hobby of Senator Dawes that 
public sentiment alore can bring system and 
justice into the Civil Service, and he points 
with an evident assurance of conclusiveness 
to the following section of the Revised Stat- 
utes, which has had a place in the books 
during the last ten years: 

The President is authorized to prescribe such 
regulations tor the admission of persons into 
the Civil Service of the United States as may 
best promote the efficiency thereof, and ascer- 
tain the fitness of each candidate in respect to 

bealth, character, knowledge, and ability 

for the branch of service into which be seeks to 

enter; and for this pu he may employ sult- 

able persons to conduct such inquiries, and may 

rescribe their duties, and establish regulations 

or the conduct of persons who may receive ap- 
pointments in the Civil Service. 

Mr. Dawes is disposed to argue that, since 
the above privilege has not been improved, 
all laws that may be passed on the same sub- 
ject will be a dead letter. This line of argu- 
ment ignores entirely the fact that competi- 
tive examination is not the only requisit to a 
non-partisan and permanent Civil Service, 
though Mr. Dawes seems inclined to think 
itis; also that this single provision in the 
statutes is left at the discretion of the Execu- 
tive; and, finally, that Congress has not for 
many years appropriated a single dollar for 
carrying out the discretionary authority thus 
invested in the Executive. It is manifestly 
unfair te conclude from such conditions that 


no law looking to the reform of the public 


service, no matter how imperative or how 
comprehensive, will be able to accomplish 
anything. A partial, inadequate, and discre- 
tionary law which has not been enforced, 
and only tréed by fitful experiments, is hardly 
a sufficient test. 

In this third letter, in which Mr. Dawes 
berates the “ theorists,’’ he summarizes his 
own “practical” views of Civil-Service re- 
form in the following paragraph: 


In conclusion, Mr. Editor, permit me to sum 
up these letters, comprising all that I huve to 
say at this time on the subject of Civil-Service

If there is anything more theoretical and 
impracticable than the plan proposed by Mr. 
Dawes for instituting a radical and enduring 
reform in the Civil Service, we have not seen 
the suggestion. When he talks of reforming 
public sentiment, he really means to reform 
the politicians. He wants Congressmen to 
relinquish voluntarily the long-time practice 

„of soliciting appointments and the place- 
hunters to abandon voluntarily the long- 
time practice of importuning Congressmen. 
Mr. Dawes places himself in very much the 
same attitude as the women who occasion- 
ally organize prayer-meetings to beseech the 
Lord to induce barkeepers to quit selling 
whisky. Wethink Mr. Dawes will find the 
politicians even more obdurate than the 


own Co 


rumsellers. If the country must await Civil- 


Service reform until the officeseekers and 
officebrokers abandon the field of their own 
motion, we fear that the prospect for reform 
is no, better now than it was before 
Guiteaun, a disappointed officeseeker and 
a follower of the spoils faction, shot down 
the President. It has already been pointed 
out that the heads of Bureaus are more sus- 
ceptible to Congressional influences than 
are the President and members of his Cab- 
inet; this feature of the scheme would merely 
make matters worse while waiting for the 
spon taneous and enthusiastic abnegation by 
‘the politicians for which Mr. Dawes is pray- 
ing. The suggestion is altogether Utopian. 


‘| Public sentiment, properly speaking, already 


demands reform; if there was any donbt of 


tnis before, Guiteau’s shot certainly bronght 
‘about the desired sentiment in favor of re- | 


form. The great mass of citizens of all 
political complexions hope and expect some 
practical reform, but the professional! spolis- 
men do not share this feeling, and never will. 
It will be idle to await a change of heart 
among that class. 
It is evident, too, that Mr. Dawes miscon- 
ceives the scope of Civil-Service reform when 
he contends that the privilege of competitive 
examination alone is sufficient to work the 


te necessary changes. Even if competitive ex- 
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is probably the most important constituent 
of a thorough-going and business-like Civil 

Service. It may be admitted that but an ex- 
ceedingly small proportion of the present 
employés of the Government were appointed 
upon merits developed by competitive ex- 
amination. Yet an efficient Civil Service 
could be constructed out of this material, 
if from this time there should be 
no removals except for proper cause, and if 


| appointments and promotions should be 


made upon nierit, without regard to par- 
tisan importunities. Mr. Dawes has cer- 
tainly not gone to the bottom of the abuses 
in the Civil Service nor suggested the prac- 
tical remedy. He is considerably more of a 
theorist than those whom he criticises under 
that general designation.

VICTORY OF THE LAND LEAGUE. 


There are over 20,000,000 acres of land in 


Ireland. Excluding the city or urban lands, 


and the commons, bog, mountain, and waste 


lands, there are in round numbers 16,000,000 
acres devoted exclusively to agricultural 
purposes. The annual rental derived from 
these lands, exclusive of the city property, is 
about $60,000,000, Unlike any other part of 
the world, these rentals are all carted out of 
the country; no more than an insignificant 
part of them are expended in Ireland. The 
consequence is, that the land has been 
skinned every year, and no part of its pro- 
ductions left upon the soil. So close has 
been the gleaning that the inhabitants have 
been reduced to the smallest proportions of 
food with which to sustain life. 


There are in Lreland, it is stated, 500,000 


persons holding leases of lands. it is esti- 
mated by the landowners that the depriva- 
tion of powers heretofore exercised by them 
and the arbitrament of rents by a court will 
reduce their annual income 30 per cent. On 
the other hand, the change of tenure from 
one year, or a tenancy at will, to a tenure of 
fifteen years’ undisturbed possession, with 
right of property in the iease, will add $10 
an acre to the value of the land in the pos- 
session of the tenant. That increase will be 
to the profit of tenant, and, as all his im- 
provements wi 1D his own property, he will 
reap all this 1 The landowners will be 
stripped of all profits save the rent from the 
judicial valuation of the naked soil. These 
direct and immediate results of the Land 
bill will, or ought to, make the Irish peas- 
antry not only comfortable, as compared with 
their previous misery, but ought eventually 
enable them to become the purchasers and 
owners of the land they cultivate. 

As an illustration of how directly great 
benefits sometimes flow from temporary hard- 
ships, this Land bill in tact is a result 
brought about by the extreme distress of the 
past three years. The successive failure of 
the Irish crops, and the great competition of 
American breadstuffs and meats, resulted 
first in a partial famine, an inability to pay 
rents, oppressive ;#victions, and a general 
distress, which resulted in the organization 
of the Land League and an appeal to the 
public opinion of the world, The English 
people cared very little for the complaints and 
sufferings of the Irish. but the English peo- 
ple did feel sensitive under the cry of 
„shame which went up from civilized man- 
kind. Mr. Gladstone was brave enough to 
do what no other English statesman dared 
to do, and that was to propose to 
strike down the feudal land system 
in lreiand. The Land League was able to 
thoroughly unite all the irish in support of 
its claims for land reform. ‘The English peo- 
ple, sullenly perhaps, but nevertheless hon- 
estly, supported their great Minister, and 
this bill—the greatest step in social emanci- 
pation taken by England during a century— 
is the grand result. Out of a famine has 
come substantially an emancipation of the 
soil; and the people who a few years ago 
were in hourly dread of eviction, which 
meant death, are under this bill given 
greater rights upon the soil than are enjoyed 
in England or Scotland, They are made 
practical owners, subject only to a fair rent, 
with the privilege and the means furnished 
of becoming their own landlords, 

Hitherto the Irish have been driven from 
their native land through absolute poverty. 
They have left their country one by one, as 
the hand of charity enabled the first to send 
a passage-ticket to the second. Substan- 
tially they have left their own land as pau- 
pers. Hereafter the Irish tenant, the owner 
of a lease, will of necessity have some- 
thing to sell. K he’ desire to migrate 
his lease and his other property can at any 
time be convertible into cash. Pauperism in 
Ireland ought hereafter to be the exception 


‘and not the rule. As families increase the 


branches can be fittea out from the accumu- 
lations and sent forward with the means of 
beginning life elsewhere. But in the bet- 
tered condition of the whole population, 
with better homes and dweliings, with im- 
proved and more profitable farms, with bet- 
ter food, clothing, and all the other comforts 
of life, the necessity—and of course the desire 
—for emigration will decline. The product 


of the land will annually more and more 


add to its wealth; this wealth will seek 
other investments and give employment to 
laborin other industries, until the popula- 
tion will increase with the enhanced means of 
supporting it, and at last Ireland will cease 
to be areproach, but will become a prosper- 
ous home for its own people. 


GUITEAU. 

The Guitean episode of Wednesday is en- 
veloped in the mist of numerous conflicting 
reports, but it is plain that there was an en- 
counter between the caged villain and one 
of his guards. It is immaterial whether he 
had a knife and tried to stab McGill, or was 
seeking through the bars of his cell-window 
to explore the outer world with a view to the 
discovery of an apprehended tumult, or was 
practicing in contemplation of suicide. Either 
of these hypotheses involves the presump- 
tion that Guiteau was intensely excited. And 
the struggle which followed the guard's dis- 
covery of the unusual situation shows that 
the prisoner could not control his emotions, 
and that he sought to be revenged on the 
man who had in a manner become N to 
his secret thoughts. 

The cause for this excitement and the pas- 
slonate outburst which resulted from it is 
not far to seek. It is not denied that Guiteau 
has all along been informed of the Presi- 
dent’s condition. Indeed, he might almost 
learn it from the atmosphere, so perfectly 
has the public pulse reflected the fluctuations 
of the surgical case at the Executive Man- 
sion. Besides, the force of guards about the 
jail was doubled on Tuesday, which was a 
sure sign to Guiteau that the President 
was passing through another crisis, end 
that the despair which was settling down 
upon the sickchamber involved the 
danger of a mob at the jail’ The 
fear of death at the hands of the enraged pop- 
ulace.which took possession of the would-be 
assasin the instant after he had fired the shot 
has never left him. Whenever the President 
has seemed to be on the road to recovery this 
fear has been at the minimum, and Guiteau 
“nas been calm, even defiant and aggressive, 
audaciously expressing regret that the shot 
had not proved instantly fatal. But when- 
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repose of death, and then, with abject terror, 
hears the shouts of the angry multitude: 
Hang him!“ “ear him in pieces!” Ile feels 
the choking sensation of the halter, shrinks 
from the keen edge of the knife, feels the 
blow of the deadly bullet, and with a shudder 
of agony beholds his own mangled, blood- 


stained corpse, a hideous, disfigured mass, 


lying neglected in the gutter,—a thing of 
horror and of loathing, detested, spurned by 
all mankind!’ - 

These awful vislons have doubtless driven 
Guiteau to the verge of insanity. He feels 
so sure that the mob will batter down the 
walls of the jail, in the event of the Presi- 
dent’s death, éeize him, and tear him limb 
from limb, chat he is driven, in sheer des- 
peration, to meditate escape. Of that he was 
thinking, perhaps, when the guard surprised 
him, peering like a wild beast through the 
bars of his prison. The shouts of the fan- 
cied mob pursue him as the confused sounds 
of the rushing railway train overwhelmed 
the ears of Carker. Guiteau is behind solid 
walls, anda double guard surrounds those 
walls to protect him, but he is so conyulsed 
with fear that he thinks of abandoning this 
protection and fleeing to the swamps, as 
Wilkes Booth fled from the avengers of Lin- 
coln. Carker escaped his real pursuers, but 
a visionary terror quite unmanned him: 


Some other terror came upon him quite re- 
moved from this of being pursued, suddenty, 
like an electric shock, as he was creeping 
througt the ts. Some visionary terror, un- 


atree 
intelligibie and inexplicable, associated with a 


trembiing of the ground,—a rush and sweep of 

something throurh the air, like death upon the 
wing. He shrunk as if to lot the thing go by. It 
was not gone, it never bad been there, yet what 
a startling horror it had loft behind! 


Again and again Carker heard in imagina- 
tion this rush and sweep of something 
through the air.” And at last it ¢ame in 
fact: 


He heard a shout,—another,—saw the face 
change from its vindictive passion to a faint 
sickness and terror—feit e earth tremble— 
knew in a moment that the rush was come—ut- 
tered a shriek—ijooked round—saw the red eyes 
bieared and dim in the daylight close upon him 
-was beaten down, caught up. and whirled away 
upon a jagged mil that spun him round and 
round, and struck bim limb from limb, and 
licked his stream of life up with its fiery heat, 
and cast bis mutilated fragments in the air. 


Carker was not insane. Ile was a schem- 
ing villain lured onward step by step from 
one crime to another by his devilish passions 
until the brain which nad served him with 
fidelity in many a desperate conspiracy of 
evil finally became, in the climax of his fate, 
so debauched that it played him false, con- 
juring the Nemesis that swept him into 
eternity. 

In Guiteau’s excitement and passionate 
ebullitions there is no sign of insanity. On 
the contrary, his states of fear whenever the 
President suffers relapses which place his 
life in unusual jeopardy are signs of an 
acuteness of intellectual force and activity 
possible only to a man of sane mind. Gui- 
teau believes that his danger from mob vlo- 
lence is the exact reflex of the President's 
condition. He has no fear of death at the 
hands of an enraged populace in the event 
of the President’s recovery; on the other 
hand, he doubts the ability of his jailers to 
save him from the fury of the mob in the 
event of the death of his victim. It is un- 
der the influence of this horror that Gviteau 
thinks of escape, meditates suicide, or ex- 
plodes in a tempest of rage at the discovery 
of his secret thoughts by his guard. He 
reasons and trembles. There is no evidence 
that he feels remorse for his guilty deed, but 
there are numerous sigus that he suffers the 
torments of the damned in the horrid fear of 
quick and awful punishment at the hands of 
a mob, frenzied by an excess of righteous in- 
dignation.

GAMBETTA’S SPEECHES. 

The aggressive and personal contest which 
M. Gambetta is making in France, with the 
view of securing control of the Assembly 
and making himself Premier, is creating bit- 
ter enemies in his path at home, and is not 
calculated to strengthen friendly relations 
abroad should he gain the position he covets. 


Atan electoral meeting held on the 16th he 


attempted to speak in the workingmen’s 
quarters somewhere on the outskirts of 
Paris. The Reds gathered in immense force, 
and. as soon as Gambetta rose to speak, 
showed their hostility*to his candidature by 
refusing to hear him, “The members of his 
Executive Committee in vain sought to se- 
cure silence, but every time he rose he was 
hooted down, and at last was compelled to 
abandon the effort, and went off in a tower- 
ing rage. Had he left the ground in a digni- 
fied manner, he would have\been master of 
the situation, but he allowed his temper to 
get the better of him, bandied epithets with 
the mob, and threatened them. I know you,” 
said he; you are cowards paid to act in this 
manner, You want to stifle discussion 
because you are unable to reply to our argu- 
ments. ISshall meet you on Sunday [refer- 
ring to the election}. Justice will have its 
day, and I will hunt you to yourdens.” This 
may be a display of courage, but it was not 
politic. It was only calculated to still 


further embitter the mob of workingmen 


against him and to make them his enemies if 
he should come into power. Besides this, if 
he could not keep his temper during au occa- 
sion which would seem quite insignificant in 
this country, what hope is there that he will 
calmly contemplate more important emergen- 
cies in case he becomes Premier and deal 
with the turbu'ence of the French populace 
when excited on public questions so as to con- 
trol it? 

Still more unfortunate appear to be his 
allusions in a previous speech to Germany, 
in connection with Alsace-Lorraine. It is 
nothing new, his publicly expressed hope 
that Alsace-Lorraine will „be reannexed 
to France, but the hope gains unusual 
significance when uttered by him in acan- 
vass to make himself Premier. In his Belle- 
ville speech he said: 1 hope to see the day 
when our severed brethren will once more 
be united to France, and in his Cahors 
speech he also said: They fell because the 
nation at a sad hour gave itself up entirely 
inte the hands of one man.“ The German 
press, always sensitive to French criticism, 
has caught up this utterance and commented 
on it sharply. The North German Gazette, 
one of the inspired organs, says: We re- 
gret that Gambetta, in the prominent posi- 
tion he now occupies, never allows a year to 
pass without exciting afresh by public 
speeches the feelings of the French nation 
against Germany and the status quo, thereby 
showing his anxiety to be regarded by bis 
countrymen as one who has devoted himself 
to the lifelong task ‘of effecting the realiza- 
tion of French projects of revenge. We sin- 
cerely wish to toster and strengthen friendly 


relations with France, and shall therefore 


combat every attempt to represent them as 
provisional.” . This criticism reflects the 
manner in which Germans in general regard 
the implied threat in Gambetta’s speech. 

At this distance from the scene the situa- 
tion has a somewliat portentous look. tf 
Gambetta should carry the elections and se- 
cure the Premiership the Reds are not the 
only elements that May spring new compli- 
cations in the French poliey.“ It is evident 
from the tone of his speeches that the friend- 
ly relations now existing between France and 
Germany may be strained to a dangerous 
tension. It would have been wiser in M. 
Gambetta to have coneealed his feelings of 
resentment against Germany. France is now 
a vast military camp, She has more than re- 
gained what she in the war with Ger- 
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of peace with all her European neighbors, 
and under the workings of that policy she 
has wonderfully prospered. But with an ex- 
citable, impulsive man like Gambetta at the 
helm, and a large army at hia command, it 
looks as if African conquests would not sat- 


isfy bis ambition or compensate for the losses 


of France towards the Rhine. 
aa 
AN ABSURD PROPOSITION. 

Bourbon newspapers and politicians are 
still urging that some leading man in their 
party shall be appointed to the vacancy on 
the Supreme Bench occasioned by the death 
of the late Judge Clifford. The bulk of the 
Bourbon senument on this subject is in 
favor of the appointment of Judge Thurman, 
but the Cincinnati Enqutrer has recently in- 
timated that a strong pressure will be organ- 
ized in the South in behalf of J. Randolph 
Tucker, an ultra State-rights“ member of 
Congress from Virginia. The merits of the 
proposition remain the same whether Judge 
Thurman or Mr. Tucker the Democratic 
candidate for the existing vacancy. It may 
be admitted that either of these gentlemen 
is well qualified in legal knowledge and 
ability for a position on the Supreme Bench, 
and yet the appointment of either of 
them or any other Bourbon to the Su- 
preme Bench by a Republican Admin- 
istration would be a solecism; and the Bour- 
bon claim, based exclusively upon the fact 
that Justice Field alone represents the Bour- 
bon party in that tribunal, weighs not so 
much asafeather in determining the pro- 
priety of such an appointment. 

The Supreme Court of the United States is 
just what its name implies. Its most im- 
portant function is to construe the Constitu- 
tion of the United States and the Constitu- 
tions of the various State Governments. The 
Republican party gained control of the Gen- 
eral Government, and retained that control 
for twenty years, on the principle that the 
United States is a sovereign Nation. The 
Bourbon party continues to autagonize that 
principle, and to adhere to the pernicious 
and exploded doctrine ef State sovereignty, 
of the State above the Nation, in a more or 
less aggravated and aggressive form, accord- 
ing to circumstances. Both the gentlemen 
whom the Bourbons are now urging 
for appointment to the Supreme Bench 
are believers in this traditional Bourbon 
doctrine, and would improve every occason, 


as Justice Field does and Clifford did, to give | 


judicial and even extra-juditial affirmation 
of the abominable heresy. No such appoint- 
ment could be made bya Republican Ad- 
ministration without betraying the confi- 
dence which the people of this country re- 
posed init. It was mainly the fear of a reas- 


Sertion of the dangerous tenets of State 


sovereignty, and especially through, the 
agency of a Democratic Supreme Court, 
which induced the Northern States to give 
Gen. Garfield a majority of 600,000 votes over 
Hancock, his Democratic competitor; and 
neither Garfield nor any Republican succes- 
sor to the Presidency would appoint a Dem- 
ocrat to the Supreme Bench unless he con- 
templated apostasy to the fundamental prin- 
ciples of Republicanism. 

The people of this country will never call 
the Democratic party into power until they 
shall be convinced that it is a National party, 
and that its chief men, and especially those 
who would be likely to succeed to the high- 
est judicial responsibility, have completely 
abandoned the hereditary sin of that party. 
Any proposition to appoint State-supremacy 
Democrats to the Supreme Court while the 
people are not yet willing to intrust the ex- 
ecutive offices to the control of the Demo- 
cratic party on account of its State-sover- 
eignty heresy is simply ———

ACCIDENTS to steamers run mainly in the 
interest of passenger travel have been alarm- 
ingly frequent of late years iu American waters, 
and in almost every instance the extent of the 
disaster has been magnified by the fact that the 
facilities for saving life were wholly inadequate. 
The bursting oi a steam- pipe on board the favorit 
passenger-boat Plymouth Rock, which plies be- 
tween New York and Long Branch, Wednes- 
day. created a terrible panic among those on 
board, the number being largely composed of 
women and children. Fortunately no harm was 
done, but the occurrence revealed the unpleasant 
fact that while the boat was provided with life- 
preservers in abundance they were entirely be- 
yond the reach of all but sturdy men, h that in 
case the accident had been a serious one the 
women and children would have drowned like 
rats ina barrel.

Sr. PeTersavre, Aug. 18.— The ratifica- 
tion of the Russo-Chinese treaties will be 
exchanged to-morrow. The political treaty 
comprises sixteen clauses and the commer- 
cial convention fifteen. The whole docu- 
ment contains 15,000 words, of which the fol- 
lowing is a summary: Kussta retains 
a portion of the Kuldja territory, ex- 
tending to the River Korgos and continued 
by an imaginary line stretching to the Thian 
Shan Chain. This district is destined to 
ceive the inhabitants who may choose to 
adopt the Russian nationality, which they 
are at liberty to do until the moment of 
the surrender of the territory. The sur- 
render is to be effected immediately after 
the news of the ratification of the treaty is 
received at Kuldja. China grants complete 
amnesty to all inhabitants of Kuldja who 
may have been politically compromised by 
their conduct during the occupation, and the 
Valley of the Lii is restored to China. Kash- 
gar, whose frontiers were modified by the 
Chung How treaty, is 
RESTORED TO ITS FORMER LIMITS 
The Soongari, which Russian vessels had 
the right of navigating up to a certain point, 


again becomes independent. Russian ves- 


seis will be tolerated on it as before the 
Chung How treaty. The frontiers on 
the east of Lake Seizan will 
be reetified 80 as to separate 
Russian Kirgiz from Chinese Kirgiz. Rus- 
sia receives an indemnity of 9,000,000 rubles 
in specie for the cost of occupation and the 
damages to Russian merchants, who 
are then to withdraw. AH this is 
in the political treaty. The commer- 
cial convention provides that Russians are 
to be entitled to trade freely on both slopes 
of the Thian Shan as far as the great wall. 
A tariff will be drawn up when ¢ommerce is 
establised on a regular basis, as at the Thian 
Shan. A Russian Consulate may be sta- 
tioned and a concession granted at 

7 THE THIAN KIVAN GATE, 

which at this point gives access through the 
wall to the eighteen provinces of China. ‘The 
Russian caravans will have to stop there. At 
present they are allowed to proceed as far as 
the Yang Tse Kiang. 
Russia is also to be allowed to 
have a Consul at Urea, on the Mongolian 
frontier. Duties on teas of an inferior qual- 
ity will be reduced, and the Russians are to 
have the right of opening a goods station 
between Keanchta and Thian Shan. 

The ratification of these very important 
treaties brings to a close the apparently in- 
terminable dispute between Russia and 
China. Eight or nine years ago, when the 
tideof rebellion ran high against the Chinese, 
and they were compelled to withdraw from 
district after district in Western China, 

THE FERTILE REGION OF KULDJA 
had to be abandoned among the rest. The 
Russians had a sharp eye upon that country, 
not only because of its richness, but also for 
its strategical importance. They were also 
alarmed at the growing strength of the 
Atalik Ghazi, the development of whose 
power might have seriously jeopardized the 
influence of Russia in Central Asia. The 
Russia Ambassador at Pekin was therefore 
instructed to infotm the Chinese that, in 
order to avoid disturbances along the Russian 
frontier, an amy would occupy Kuldja, 
but the country would not be 
maintained as a province of 
the Czar, and would be given up whenever a 
Chineséarmy of sufficient strength to main- 
tain order was sent to oceupy it. Three 
years ago the Chinese Government found 
themselyes strong enough to demand its re- 
turn. A correspondent traveling in Central 
Asia reported that the popular sentiment 
was largely in favor of | 

A RETROCESSION TO THE CHINESE. 
This retrocession necessitated the mission of 
Chung How to St. Petersburg. Instead of 
the Envoy traveling overland in order to 
gain a tocal knowledge of the dis- 
puted country and to confer with 
Tso Tsung Tang, he took the ordinary 
route by way of Europe. On arriving 
at the Russian Capital he found that the St. 
Petersburg Government had prepared some 
huge demands for his acceptance. Though 
resisting some, especially those relating to 
exclusive facilities for Russian trade in- 
Western China, he seems to have easily 
ylelded to others. As soon as Tso Tsung 
Tang heard of the proposed arrangment he 
‘drafted * 

AN INDICTMENT AGAINST ITS AUTHOR, 
and long before Chung How reached Pekin 
his conduct had become an object of adverse 
criticism. Immediately he reached the Cap- 
ital he was arrested, thrown inte prison, 
degraded, and it was, with great difficulty 
that his partisans succeeded in saving his 
head, The Marquis Tseng was then called 
from London to reopen negotiations at St, 
Petersburg, and, after many threats of war 
on one side and the other. the basis of the 
present treaties was laid.

On two- 
thirds of the wheat land an average crop will 
be made up by the fineness of the quality. In 
the remaining third, even with tnat aid, it 
will be 10 per cent below the old average. 
Heavy crops are rare. Most of them are 
thin, but well headed, and there is too com- 
mon evidenceshown throughout the country 
of the diminished capital of farmers by the 
lower séale of farming. We begin the har- 
vest year very bare of old stock wheat in the 
country. Our annual requirements are from 
24,000,000 to 25,000,000 quarters. When the 
last harvest year is completed we shall have 
imported over 16,000,000 quarters, 
OUR OWN CROP THIS YEAR 

will probably yield 9,500,000 quarters, so that 
if we can reckon on a foreign supply equal 
to that of 1880, and at not much over the 
same price, we shall be safe, There is said 
tobe an abundant harvest in Russia. In 
France the wheat cropis believed to be 
scanty. Our barley is the best crop of the 
year, but it has not ripened equally. Oats 
are extremely deficient, especially in the 
southern counties. Hay is 50 per cent de- 
ficient, but was generally got in in fine con- 
dition. Mangolds and the green crops are 
rapidly improving, and promise a tolerable 
crop. One of the best features of the sea- 


son has been the fine weather for cleansing.

THE OBELISK KINGS. 


Emil Brugsch Discovers the Mummies 

of Thothmes ff. and Bameses 11. 

* New York Wortd, 

A discovery of special interest to Amer- 
icans has just been ‘made in Egypt 
by a younger brother of the well- 
known Prussian Archwologist Brugsch 
Pasha, who represented Egypt at the Phila- 
delphia Centeunal in 1876. He has found 
about four miles east of ‘Thebes the wum- 
mies, with all their mortuary appendages 
and descriptions, of no less than thirty Royal 
personagesi Among the thirty Royal person- 
ages are those of King Thothmes III. and of 
King Rameses II., the first of whom ordered 
the construction of the obelisk which 
now stands in our Central Park, 
and the latter of whom 270 years 
afterwards caused his own official titles and 
honors to be inseribed upon its faces, besides 
those of Thothmes III. These two monarchs 
now lie side by side in the Boulak Museum, 
and even the flowers garlands which 
were placed in their ns m y be 
seen encircling the masks whiclf cover the 
faces of eceased just as they were left 
by the mourners over 3,000 years azo.

Yesterday THe TRIBUNE re erat the 
City-Hall received a letter from Joliet, which 
stated: “Isee that the Canal Commissioners 
have made threats to do certain things, and 
biame Chicago for making all the stinks along 
the line of the canal. One of the greatest 
howlers is Joliet, and one of the most persistent 
contaminators of thé waters in the canal 
is this same Jolict. I didn’t see the two fect 
thick of dead fish that Judge Glover speaks of. 
Take the Penitentiary for instance. It sends all 
its sewage direct into the canal, and it is horribly 
filthy: The refuse of 1,600 or more convicts, on 
an average, has no tendency to make this canal 
shute very wholesome.

' INSANE DAY IN THE COUNTY COURT.

Thomas L. B , % vears of age, a wanderer, 
who has been liv in the Poor-Houses of the 
country for years, and who has been picked up 
on the street several times of late, was next 
tried. The evidence showed that he was a calm, 
inoffensive person, but had been demented for 
several years, cause unknown, and was without 
home or friends, and incapacitated for work. 
He was found insane and a pauper. 

Miss Fannie Friedman, a lady of 21, living 
with her parents at No. 108 Green street, 
came next. She was a neat, fine-appear- 
ing woman, and the evidence o ber 
friends showed that she had been 
suffering from nervous excitement, and was at 
times very noisy and demonstrative. Oneof her 
hallucinations had been that she had

and her brother, in trying to be funny, said he 
bad threatened to go to Mayor Harrison and 
have ber arrested for keeping a dog without a 
license. Another of her weaknesses was her 
disposition to go into the street at unseasonable 
hours, and she was beyond control. The jury 
found ber insane and pot a pauper, ana she will 
be taken to Elgin. 

Mrs. Ernistine Tomnitz, 27 years of age, living 
at No. 642 Twenty-first street, was the next case. 
Her trouble appeared to have come from fe- 
male troubles, coupied with the recent loss 
of a child and hereditary causes. One of 
her peculiarities was to run away (from 
the house, and another was to collect all man- 
ner of old rags, of which she bad accumulated a 
large quantity, which she would not dispose of 
for love or money. Sbe was found insane, and 
will be taken to Jefferson. 

Arthur W. McArthur, 21 years of age, a son of 
Gen. McArtbur, was the next unfortunate. He 
had been at Elgin, be sent there in March, 
1878, where he remain two years. The evi- 
dence showed that he had been taken from the 
Asylum to go to work, but had been unable to 
do anything, and that he was aware of bis con- 
dition and wanted to be returned tor further 
treatment.

His 
emaciated form and sneral conduct con- 
firmed her sad story and impressed the jury at

and his request was granted. He talked as a 
demented person would, and himself told of his 
various haliucinations. Oneof them was that 
be was a great inventor, or possessed of great 
inventive genius, and among his invenuons 
of late ad been a paper ice-box or 
refrigerator, which was so light that a mother 
could take it upon her arm and go on an excur- 
sion, and it was so perfect,withal, that she could 
feed her children on ice-cream, and thus avoid 
patronizing cstablishments where the article is 
usually sold.

COUNTY COAL. 
STATEMENTS OF CONTRACTOR AND CONSUMER. 

For some days past it has been reported that 
J. D. Stone, who has the contract for furnishing 
soft coal to the County Hospital, Court-House, 
Criminal Court Building, and County Agent,was 
not furnishing the coal contracted for, and it 
has been stated that the engineers have refused 
to accept the quality of coal sent to them be- 
cause it was half stone and slate, and was utter- 
ly unfit for use. 

Yesterday a Tine reporter called on Ed 
McDonald, the engineer at the C ounty Hospital, 
and asked him if he had any fault to find with 
Stone’s coal. He stated that as yet none of it 
had been delivered at the Hospital, as there.was 
@ quantity of coal there from the old 
contractors which would have to be consumed 
before ne beran his delivery. As he had scen 
none of Stone's coal he was not prepared to 
speak as to its quality. 

The reporter then called on James Conroyd, 
engineer at the new Court- House, and asked him 
whether he had refused to acceptany of the coal 
sent in by Stone, 

„No, sir,” said he, I have not. The first lot 
Was sent in last week, consisting of 13,020 pounds. 
lt was a very poor quality of coal, and I went to 
Mr. Stone and told him sv.”’ n 

Has he sent you any since? 

“ Yes, we received 18,170 yesterday, and it was 
a very fair yard of coal. There was considera- 
bie fine stuff in it, but it serves very well as a 
steam-making coal. Mr. Olcott, Mr. Stone's rep- 
resentative, was here this morning, and looked 
at the last lot, and he said he 
would see the next lot sent 
us was coarser. I am satisfied from what Mr. 
Stone says that he is ready to do the fair thing, 
and I believe he will fulfill his contract. The 
first lot of coal we got was not worth more than 
$1.50 per ten, but this last lot is worth the con- 
tract price, which is $3.25.”

MILK LUNCHES. 
CHEAP AND TEMPERATE DIET. 

Not more thana year ago a strong temper- 
ance man liying a short distance from this city 
added a feature to the restaurant business in 
Chicago, which bas proven not only quite a 
stroke for himself, but which appears to have 
contributed in no small degree to the moral 
wood of at least a portion of the community 
The new departure cousisted simply in the es- 
tablishment of a sort ot Quaker dairy,” where 
nothing strongerin the way of liquid refresh- 
ment than milk, tea, or coffee, with a biscuit 
thrown in, could be obtained. The gentieman, 
who is a dairyman himself, found himseif in 
those days with a surplus of some fifty quarts of 
milk per diem,—a quantity which he moderately 
deemed sufficient for the wants of those who 
might be inclined to patronize a tem- 
perance lunch of the sort at a nickel 
ahead. The result proved that he had greatly 
misvaiculation. The mixture jumped into popu- 
larity from: the start. Before the end of the 
first week, he sold 150 quarts. An adequate idea 
of the extentof the business to-day may be ob- 
tained from the statement that he has no less 
than three dairies running in the city, at 
which he sells twenty-eight Gans, or 224 gallons, 
of milk, fifty dozen biscuits, 140 pies, 125 dozen 
loaves ot bread, ana a corresponding array of 
crackers, doughnuts, and other articles entering 
into the exclusively cheap dairy lunch, to say 
nothing of his receipts from the other features 
of his bill-of-fare, which, it may well be imag- 


‘ined, is one that even a temperance lecturer 


might sit down to without the least quaims of 
conscience or any doubts as to whether there 
was anything in the nature of liquor 
concealed about the premises. Sixteen hundred 
people visit and are hunched at the aforesaid 
dairies daily, and the business is constantly in- 
creasing. hile furnishing hot and cold meats, 
pastry of all ki and nearly all the other 
thi to be found in a restaurant bill-of-fare, 
the dairy feature of a glass of milk or butter- 
milk, with a biscuit, doughnut, bun, or crackers, 
continues to be the specialty, at the steadily- 
maintained tariff of a nickel. 

Just bow many of the 1,600 daily customers in- 
dulge in the milk-and-biscuit lunch, to the ex- 
clusion of the other articles enumerated on che 
list of gdibles, it would, of course, be difficult to 


state, without recourse toasystem of careful - 


observations as to the precise sort of food each 
luncher stowed away under his vest. Suffice it 
to say that a goodly proportion, however, pat- 
ronize the cheap lunch exclusively; in some 
cases, of course, because it is cheap, and in 
others because it is wholesome, easily 
digested, and can be gotten away with at 
an bour of the day when few people can take 
much time for eating. It is likewise impossibie 
to say how many have been won over from the 
attractions of the saloons and other places 
where 2— of some kind or other is supposed 
to enter into the noonday lunch; but it has been 
definitly ascertained that tne milk and biscuit 
feature has claimed mauy a nickel which form- 
— went into the coffer of the saloonkeeper 
and the till of the purveyoref forty- rod.“ 
rotgut,“ Jersey lightning,” and other varie- 
ties of the corn product. growth of the 
business is the strongest and surest evidence 
that the no-liquor feature is received with pop- 
ular favor, and the temperance people natural- 
ly point with pride toan institution which they 
evidently look upon as one of the entering 
wedges designed to upset the reign of rum. 


CRIME AND THE WEATHER. 
THEIR INTIMATE RELATION SHOWS BY THE 
QUARTERLY POLICE REPORT. 

THe TRIBUNE published not long ago some 
Statistics showing that a disproportionately 
large number of murders occurred during the 
warmer months of the year—in June, July, Au- 
gust, and September, and especially in the two 
middie months. The inference drawn from these 
figures, which covereda number of years, was 
that such crimes against the person were, from 
one reasonor another, more apt to occur in hot 
weather; that crimerose with the thermometer; 
and that the occurrence of any large number of 
murders at a time like this, for instance, wus not 
to be attributed so much to the bilood-tnirstiness 
of the community, or to the general prevalence 
of crime, as to conditions of temperature and 
of climate. The 

: POLICE STATISTICS 
of the number of arrests made during the year 
for ali offenses tend to bear out these conclu- 
sions. These reports give the number of arrests 
in each month. Taking the figures for the last 
four years—1877, 1878, 1879, and 1880—it appears 
that the greatest number or arrests was. in the 
first of these years, in July and August; in the 
second, August and September; in the third, 
July and August; and iu the fourth, August and 
September. While in 1877 the average number 
of arrests per month was 2,336, the number in 
August was 3.005, and in July 3,007. Last year 
the average number of arrests per month was 
2,373, but in August it was 3,525, and in Septem- 
ber 2.914. 
AS A GENERAL THING, 
the months of extreme cold are those when the 
smallest number of arrests occur. There are 
certain offenses, such as bathing within the city 
limits, and sleeping out in the parks, which oc- 
cur only during the summer months, but even 
after deducting these it appears that the hotter 
the weather the greater the number of criminais 
broughtin. So it is fair to conclude that, as far 
as Chicago is concerned at least,its crime depends 
to a great extent upon the atmosphere, and that 
the fuct that it is a summer-resort, and hasa 
cool and agreeable atmosphere during the hotter 
months of the year, is one of the things which 
goes to make itso much more morai—so much 
freer from crime than the la cities on the 
Northern seaboard, which, at this time of the 
fear, are apt to be sweltering in intolerable 
eat. 

APROPOS OF CRIME IN CHICAGO, 
asshown by the numberof arrests, it may be 
stated that it has not increased 1 pewemne 4 
of late years. There were in 18/7, 28,055 arrests 
or one in every 14.6 of the population; in 378 
27,208, or one in every 16.; in 1879.

OBITUARY. 


H. L. DICKINSON. 

Mr. H. L. Dickinson, of the well-known life- 
insurance firm of Stearns & Dickinson, died 
yesterday morning at his residence, No. 104 War- 
ren avenue, after a brief illness. The deceased 
was widely known in business circles in this 
city, and was as universally respected for a 
most estimable, true man in every respect. He 
was born in Chicopee, Mass., on the 10th of Oc- 
tober, 1835, and his father is still a resident of 
that place, having been elected last fall., for the 
twenty-fifth successive time, Town Clerk of the 
municipality. His brother, Mr. George Dickin- 
son, isa member of the well-known New York 
dry-goods firm of Lee, Tweedy & Co. He studied 
at the Wesleyan University, Middletown, Conn., 
and, after graduating, was licensed to 
preach as a minister of the Methb- 
odist denomination. It does not appear, 
however, that he had ever charge of a congre- 
gation. Shortiy after 1 his li 
preach be moved to Danville, LiL, and taught 
school there for sonfe time. He then moved to 
Springtield, where he acted as canvasser for the 
Connecticut Mutual Life-Insurance Company, 
and continued to act in that capacity. He came 
to this city as canvasser for the same Company 
in the employment of the general agents here. 
So much was he liked by his employers that in 
July, 1871, very shortly after he arrived, they 
took him into partnership, the name of the firm 
then being Stearns, Dickinson & Co. Shortly 
before his coming to this city he visited his na- 
tive town, and was then married to 
pbine Gleason, 6f that place. By her he had one 
daughter; wife and child still survive him. 
For the past four years he has suffered se- 
verely, and two years visited Europe 
for the pu e of consulting some eminent 
physicians there. They were unable to do 
much for bim, however, and it was only bis in- 
domitable will that enabled him to withstand 
his disease so long. Since the middle of last 
winter be has on several occasions been con- 
fined to his house for two or three weeks at a 
time, and has never been perfectly well.

JOHN H. ADDAMS. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribun:. 

PrREEport, III., Aug. 18.—The Hon. John H. 
Addams, of Cedarville, President of the Second 
National Bank of Freeport, and one of the most 
highly-respected citizens of Stephenson County, 
died at Green Bay, Wis., on Wednesday evening, 
where he was with his wife and daughter Jane. 
The sad intelligence was telegraphed to his son, 
J. Weber Addams, of Cedarville. The gentle- 
man’s high standing in the community, his 
sterling worth, influential position, and iong 
residence in this county created a deep feeling 
of regret and profound sorrow when the news 
was made public, and has deen the 
Principal topic of conversation in 
business circles to-day. In company with 
his wife and daughter, and step-son, George Hal- 
derman, Mr. Addams left Freeport on Thurs- 
day morning, Aug. 4, for the purpose of visiting 
Marquette and other places. Mr. Halderman re- 
turned home on last Saturday, and states that 
the health of Mr. Addams was all that could be 
desired until Thursday, when it is supposed he 
over-exerted bimselt in making a tour of ob- 
servation of the copper mines in the vicinity ot 
oe He was taken with a bilious attack, 
which was not thought to be serious at the time, 
and the party went to Green Bay, where he 
passed from this life. 

The deceased was born in Pennsylvania July 
12, 1822, and came to this county in 1844, locating 
at Cedarville, and established himself asa flour 
and grain dealer and miller, building up an exten- 
sive business. Mr. Addams became at once a 
Very prominent man in this section, and in the 
year 1847 he was foremost in calling a conven- 
tion of landowners and business-men in the dis- 
trict, which resuited in a concert of action that 
, to completion the Galena & Chicago 

nion Railroad. He —— — the abso- 
lute necessity for obtaining an outlet 
for the produce of this region by rail- 
road, and exerted himself to draw the 
attention of the people to it and to induce them 
to subscribe for the stock in the enterprise. In 
politics Mr. Addams was a Republican, betug 
one of the recognized leaders of the party in 
this part of the State. He was elected State 
Senator in 1854, and for sixteen gears held that 
important position, resigning in 1870. He was 
on several occasions urged to become a candi- 
date for Congress, but declined the honor. In 
1864 Mr. Addams aid in the organization 
of the Second Naticnal Bank of this 
city, of which he was elected President, 
which position he held at the time of his death. 
In Mr. Addams’ death Stephenson County and 
Freeport sustains a great loss. He was a man 
who justly deserved the prominence he attained. 
He possessed business qualifications of a high 
order, exercised excelient judgment, and was 
honorabie and straightforward in all his deal- 
ings,—a credit to the county he lived in, and one 
who commanded the respect of all who knew 
him. He leaves a wife, one son (J. Weber Ad- 
dais), two daughters by his first wife, and a 
daughter by his second wife, who survives him, 
The remains arrived in the city this evening, 
and the funeral will take place on Saturday 
morning.

{Stocks opened with better prices, and for a 
sort time seemed to be on the point of advan- 
cing. Morey soon became more active, and 
loaned as high as M of 1 per cent premium, with 
rumors of loans at 1 per cent premium. Simul- 
taneously the stock market became much de- 
pressed, and sales, which were numerous, 
showed a strong downward tendency. All the 
news from Washington was of a reassuring 
character, and the railroad war did not make 
itself feit in any new directions. But everything 
yielded easily to the attacks of the bears. Keene, 

and Cammack were notice- 
free sellers. Gould refused to 
give his own stocks any support At one 
m nt the market looked panicky,but soon 
grew better near the close. After the needs of 
borrowers had all been satisfied money was free- 
ly offered down tog and (per cent. This pro- 
duced a rush of the smaller shorts to cover, and 
prices closed at a recovery of 4@2 per cent. 
This rally came too suddenly, and was too 
strong to indicate a permanent change in the 
condiuon of the market. 

With the President between life and death, the 
corn and winter wheat crops undeniably short, 
a fierce railroad war in progress, and money at 
a premium in the middle of August, the bulls 
are having a hard time. It is not often that the 
stock market is under a biacker sky. But 
the bulls predict a boom within sixty days on this 
wise: Within two months the question of the 
President's recovery must be decisively settled: 
the disbursements of gold by the Treasury and 
the imports from Europe wili have relieved the 
pressure on the money market, and thé West- 
ern railroads, especiaily those in the Northwest, 
will be doing an extraordinary business in mov- 
ing the wheat and corn that will be marketed to 
get the high prices offered. Add to these what 
promises to be an unusually fine fall trade, and 
there are all the conditions, the bulls think, for 
a boom. 

It was learned from inside sources that the 
immediate prospects were much better for a 
new fury and lower rates in the railroad war 
than for peace. Gould is believed to be prepar- 
ing the Wabash for a railroad war by making a 
large number of contracts at low rates. 

- Keene attacked Pullman, in order to demoral- 
ize the rest of the list, and sold it down from 142 
to 13844. Buyers appeared at once and took all 
the stock offered. 

Besides the withdrawals of money from New 
York by Western banks, the cause most affect- 
ing. the money market is the absorption of 
money in the payment of duties at the Custom- 
House.

New York, Aug. 18.—On the Stock Exchange 
the speculation was characterized by con- 
siderable activity, and there was a (urge 
increase in the volume of business. The 
dealings, however, were extremely weak in 
tone, and the day's transactions resulted 
in a material depreciation in values. The 
fact that both the wheat and corn crops 
will fall far short of the yield for the past two 
years seems to be the main cause of the de- 
pression, for the advices regarding the Presi- 
dent's condition are decidedly more encourag- 
ing. The prospective decrease in rail- 
road earnings on the movement of 
the crops appéars to be at the 
present moment the paramount consideration 
in the current speculation. But the hardening 
tendency of the money market renders vaiuable 
assistance to the bears in their efforts to depress 
prices, for the drain of money to the West 
to carry the crops has to some extent 
crippled the resources of the banks, 
so that to-day money commanded a high premi- 
um. The large expansion in loans which has 
taken place within the year has heavily taxed 
the bank reserve, so that the surpius is now 
barely $2,000,000. At the opening of business 
many of the leading stocks were a traction higher 
than at the close yesterday, and in the early 
dealings a few shares recorded an advance, 
notably Denver & Rio Grande, which rose 1 
per cent. 
came weak, and under a heavy pressure to sell 
the entire list fell off sharply. but sub- 
sequently recovered a fraction.

some big lines of shorts were filled, besides 
a good many new purchases, which turned 
a weak market into a strong one. Wheat seemed 


to take its cue from corn to a greater extent 


than usual, so far as near deliveries after this 
month were concerned, but there was less doing. 
August wheat mounted still higher, the lead ing 
price of the day being $1.34, with the year well 
up towards the October quotations. Oats were 
also excited, going up to oe for October. Rye 
was steady, and barley weak. The day was one 
for margins. They were called freely both ways, 
and all the deals seemed to be well protected: 
that is, all those that were not closed out. The 
scarcity of failures on the fioor amid the recent 
excitement is due to the fact that 
commission men insist on good margins. But 
some outsiders must have suffered terribly. 
Mess pork closed irreguiarly stronger, at $17.80@ 
17.85 for September and $18.60@18.62% for Janu- 
ary. Lard closed e higher, at 511.0 11.03 
seller September and $11.75@11.77% for October. 
Short ribs closed 6c higher, at $9.824@9.35 for 
September. Wheat closed 1%@2%c higher, at 
$1.34 asked for August and 581.2240 122. for 
September. Corn closed 14@2\e higher, at 
62% @62%c for August and 644%@64\%c for Octo- 
ber. Oats closed I&c higher, at 384%@38Xc for 
August and one for October. Rye closed 
1@2c higher, at 994%0@81.00 for September and 
$1.08@1.0544 for October. Barley ciosed le lower, 
at 96c for No. 2 seller October. Hogs were steady 
at $6.35@6.75 for light, and at $5.90@6.85 for 
heavy. Cattle were active, and generally steady. 
Sales were at 82.50%. 30. 

In dry-goods circles there was only moderate 
activity, but there is gradual improvement in 
the demand. Prices remain firm. Boots and 
shoes are beginning to move with some free- 
dom, and an increased inquiry for clothing, 
hats, vaps, and millinery goods is also reported. 
There were no changes in prices of. groceries. 
Coffees were strong. Other lines ruled steady. 
Dried fruits continue very firm under a good 
demand and light supplies. Prunes and loose 
Muscatel raisins were higher. Fish were quoted 
as before. There was an active demand for 
dairy products, and higher prices were estab- 
lished. Since Saturday butter has advanced 1@ 
2c, and cheese fuliy le. No changes were noted 
in prices of oils. Leather, bagging, coal, and 
pig-iron were also quoted as before. 

There was a firm feeling in the ehoice grades 
of hay, with the poorer lots very little called for. 
Broom-corn dealers report a slow trade at un- 
changed vrices. New corn from soutbern local- 
ities is on the market. In green fruits, apples 
and berries were steady, though the abundance 
of sweet apples has rendered that description 
quite cheap. Hides and tallow are moving tairly, 
and a generally healthy trade is reported. Po- 
tatoes have undergone no change, the supply 
and demand having kept even pace, though the 
receipts are much improved in quality over 
those of a fortnight ago. Wool is dull and un- 
changed. Seeds were active, with cash timothy 
about 10c higher, the futures being a little off. 
Flaxseed sold le better, and clover seed was 
about steady. 

Lake freights were quiet. with gute the nominal 
rate on corn to Buffalo. Charters at that figure 
were made on Wednesday afternoon. The room 
engaged aggregated 185,000 bu, all for corn.

Complaint is made of the rule now being en- 
forced by the Registrar of Grain relative to the 
loading of vessels from the eievators. For the 
past three days vessels have been obliged to 
load sometimes from two or three dif- 
ferent elevators represented in the ware- 
house receipts, notwithstanding these ele- 
vators were all run by the same party, and 
the extra trouble might have been avoided. 
The delay is more aggravating where the ves- 
sels are to loud with high grade corn, as the time 
consumed in the concentration of a cargo is 
much greater owing to the small stock and scat- 
tered locatities in which it is to be fouad.
